Ballyroan. — Refused ; with the condition as above for Kiltennel. 

Moyne. — Refused ; unless the deficiency which appeared on the face of the Application 
should be added. — - 

Mullinaeuffe . — Refused ; it appearing on the face of the application to be inadequate. 

Dysart Galen. — Refused ; it appearing on the face of the application to be the sum 
received by the Incumbent, instead of that paid by the Parishioners. It did not appear 
that he had not employed a Tithe farmer. 

Kilcommon. — Refused ; it appearing on the face of the application to be less than the 
average, even of the actual receipts. 

Kilemor, Vicarage. — Refused, till documents produced to prove the value to be such 
as required by the Act, or till the Impropriator consented. 

Stradbally & Moyane.— Refused ; it appearing on the document sent, to be inadequate.
